Barnes served through tho entire war
with como distinction aud received somo
cci ions wounds. Enlisting when a boy, In
led, after scrvico of thrco years ho was
granted a furlough, at tho closoof which ho
was detained beyond his time, and fearing
togo.kackho deserted, but Immediately
went to Syracuse, aud enlisted In tbo Ono
Hundredth Now York Volunteer,
. Barnes scivcd with this regiment until
ho was shot through the check and shoulder
In ono of tbe last engagements In 1803, aud
was scut to a hospital and uftcrtvard re-
ceived an honorable discharge

Tho desertion from tho Third United
Slates Artillery, of courso, was rccordod
ogalust him for 1801, and after twenty
years ho decided to rcllovo his record, If
possible, and with this view surrendered
himself to tho authorities at Fort Wayno
and, to his surprise, was informed that ho
would havo to bo linprlsonod, llko any
other deserter, uutll rollovcd from tho
chatgoof desertion, Barnes was Incarcer-
ated and Is still lu tbo guard-hous- wbllo
tbe War Department is considering whothor
tho tccord of desertion can bo cancclod, in
vlow of tlio fact that Barnes Immediately

and served through tho war and
has now surrendered himself.
